any deposit in America, says tlie Bos- 
ton Transcript. 


The fuller's earth of tlie Black Hills 


contains from GO to 75 per cent silica, 
with from 15 to 25 per ceat water 
after being stm dried. 
The fuller's 


eartb of. tlie bills is generally found iu 
shallow basins covered by a few fuel 
of surface soil. Below tliis is a layer 
of plastic clay from 2 to 6 feet thick, 
and then layers of fuller's earth from 
2 to 12 feet thick overlying a bed of 
sand. Fuller's earth la Hag out and 
allowed to remain in the sun, where 
It undergoes a certain 
amount of 


bleaching, turning from a greenish col- 
or to a creamy white ruid losing abont 
00 per ceiH of its weight.

The almost unparalleled destruction 


ol the wheat crop of 1900, throughout 
Ohio, Indiana and Michigan, Js gener- 
ally ascribed chiefly to the Hessian fly, 
and undoubtedly ibis Insect lias caused 
much loss, not only 
by destruc- 


tion outright of many plants in the 
fall, but by so weakening the vitality 
of others that they 
succumbed 
to 


weather conditions which they woalii 
otherwise hav« been able to resist. -But 
behind these causes there lies another 
which must not be lost sight of, name- 
ly, the exhaustion ol soil fertility.. The 
importance of this factor is shown iu 
the experiments of the Ohio Station, in 
which wheat oa new land has, this 
year, yielded nearly 40 bwshels to the 
acre, without fertilizers, whereas un- 
fertilized wheat oa land that 5tas -been, 
for 60 or 70 years, under such cultiva- 
tion as is practiced on. a large propor- 
tion of Ohio farms, was almost total- 
ly destroyed by Cy and weather condi- 
tions combined, the number of plants 
attacked by the fly being in both cases 
approximately th<a same. 


Where the sowing of wheat has been 


delayed until after the middle ot Sep- 
tember in the extreme northern part 
of the state; to the 20th and Sola in 
the latitude of this station; to the last 
week in the month in that ot" Colum- 
bus, and to the first week in. October 
farther south, the results'have .been 
generally more favorable than where 
the seeding was done earlier; btst these 
dates were •'not sufficiently 
late 
to 


escape-fee fly last fall, owing probably 
in. part to peculiar seasonal conditions. 
When the seeding is delayed beyond 
the dates mentioned the loss from the 
plant not having time to sufficiently 
nrepare 'for the winter will probably 
be greater than the average loss from 
the fly. 


Even" at these dates, in ordinary sea- 


sons, tfcero will be neecl to see that the 
Sand is tfooronghly prepared and -well 
fertilized if remunerative yields are to 
be obtained. 
l*t* sowing, however, -while Iu some 


measure a protection from the fall at- 
tack of tho fly, will have no effect on. 
Ore spring attach unless universally 
practiced iu a given district; for if 
ane farmer in & township sows 
liis 


wheat in time to invite tiie fall attack 
he will have provided a breeding place, 
from -which, flies -will swarta the follow- 
ing spring to destroy the crops of all 
his neighbors. It would seain, there- 
fore, to be well worth whila tor farm- 
ers to take united action ia 'Ms matter 
by banding together over largo dis- 
tricts and agreeing 
to 
delay tiaoir 


wlieat seeding until, the dates sug- 
gested 
Such a test, if properJy car- 


ried out, would be at incalculable value 
in determining the actual valae -of this 
method of securing immunitf from the 


fly.

If, in connection with a gsnaral post- 


ponement of the date of seeding, each 
farmer would sow a small strip ot 
wheat at an earlier date, this to lie 
plowed under -with a jointer a tew days 
before the general seedtog and then 
resown, it might hare f, very uealul 
effect iu attracting the files and caus- 
ing them to deposit iasir eggs vrhcra 
they could be easily destroyed. 


Msiry farmers are writing to tho Ex- 


perim«nt Station, asiiag whether it is 
advisable to sow rye Instead of wheat 
this fall. To this -we have to reply that 
rye is also subject to.attack from tie 
Hessian Sy, while the^«tatiatica of crop 
production la Ohio show that the aver- 
age yield of rye is no.greater than that 
of wheat, and the .saftrket statistics 
show that its average value j)er bushel 
is JBUC& belo-s1 that of wheat 


Our advice therefore is, in brief: Put 


the seed bed for wheat in the best pos- 
sible condition by ptawing early, thor- 
oughly pulverizing Use surface immedi- 
ately to retain moisture, and manur- 
ing or fertilizing liberally; then delay 
the seeding to a comparatively late 
date and usa a liberal quantity of seed. 
The recent experiments of tMs station 
show that two bushels of thoroughly 
cleaned seed is not-too much lor aa 
acre 
of 
ordinary Jand.—Chaa.. B.

According to the results of the phys- 


ical examinations 
for admission o£ 


landsmen into the navy the western 
boys seem to have an advantage in 
phy=i<jue over those c.i the Atlantic 
seaboard.' Dr. Skirt of the Hartford, 
in his report to the Surgeon-General of 
the Navy, says:

The largest battleships 
would not have the/least trouble. -.![ 
believe, in shelling the city and doing) 
an immense amount of damage to valu-1 
able property. Perhaps they would be 
destroyed, but not before they had done 
much injury. At present I think the 
mortar question is not open to critic- 
ism. They are'useful in a way; all 
such things are useful. I think that, 
sooner or later, riSed guns will 
be 


used exclusively for coast defense, how- 
ever. They are. more to be depended 
on because they place the two com- 
batants on a more equal footing. The 
ports supplied with rifles will be able 
to open fire as soon as the ships, and 
perhaps to better advantage.

To Teach Military Tactics. 


The appointment of Lieutenant Colo- 


ael 
Heary 
R- Brinlcerhoff. 
United 


States army, as professor of'military 
science and tactics in the University of 
Chicago 'promises to bring about a re- 
vival of interest in that line o£ work 
among the students, says the Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

swine, both old and young. This ne- 
cessitates a pig-tight pasture 
fence, 


Of materials employed for fence con- 
struction, lumber is parhaps the best 
However, it is expensive in its firsl 
cost and subsequent maintenance, anc 
its tendency 
to 
collect 
snowdrifts 


makes it objectionable. 
Wire lences 


are cheaper and mare durable. . We 
have tried swine fetices built of thick 
set barb wire, wire three inches apart, 
tightly stretched, stapled to posts 16 
feet apart, with stakes between posts 
lour feet apart. It would Beem that 
such a fence would turn thft pigs, but 
it did not. The cuts and scratches 
caused by the wires heal rapidly on 
swine, and the- little fellows 
would 


"wriggle through, indifferent 
fo 
the 


barbs. 
Later we have used a fence 


made of smooth wire, three different 
numbers, woven into a close 
mesb 


fence.
